Increasing numbers of hers, record 
heavy production of eggs per hen 
and a total production ot eggs about 
a fifth g re a te r than a year ago are 
shown in the poultry report as of 
J a n u a r y I, ju st issued by the Bureau 
of Agric ultra ai Economies. 
Hens were laying about 15 per­ 
cent more e g g s per hen at the begin­ 
ning of this month than they were a 
y ear ago and about IO percent more 
than the 
previous high record fot 
that date (1932). 
The b u reau re­ 
ports total production of eggs in the 
c ountry at tho 
beginning 
of the 
month as about 20 percent greater 
than a y ear ago. 
Th'* relatively 
large 
number of 
m eat animals sent to market because 
of feed shortage 
through 
the fall 
completed w itll the large crop) of t u r ­ 
key-. and chickens, making a pool 
poultry market and resulting in the 
accumulation cf large storage stocks 
I of both meat and poultry. 
The J a n ­ 
u ary I report of cold storage stocks 
showed poultry holdings at a record 
high for that date. 
Stocks of eggs 
in cold storage, however, are com­ 
paratively small. 
Expensive feed had made produc­ 
tion costs very high, so that the low 
prices received for poultry were the 
more disappointing. 
Except for the 
war year 1917, the present season. 
as judged by the relation of poultry 
prices to feed prices, ha- been the 
most unfavorable to poultrymen in 
m any years. 
The unfavorable egg 
feed ratio, however, presumably 
tend to limit hatchings this spring 
which in turn should strengthen the 
spring market demand and prices of 
eggs for storage.

The fight against soil erosion is 
nothing new. 
Even in colonial days 
erosion was recognized as a menace, 
and we art told by The Progressive 
F arm er that George Washington him ­ 
self gave up growing tobacco, began 
planting clover and practicing crop 
rotation at Mount Vernon in order 
to cheek washing and gullies, while 
in 1X13 Thomas Jefferson made the 
following statem ent about his farm 
in Albemarle County, Va.: 
“ Our country is hilly and we have 
been 
in the 
habit of 
plowing 
in 
straight rows, whether up or down­ 
hill, in oblique lines, or howevei they 
lead, and our soil was all rapidly ru n ­ 
ning into the rivers. 
We now plow 
horizontally, following the curvature 
of the hills and hollows on cicad lev­ 
el, however crooke d the lines may be*. 
Every furrow thus acts as a reser­ 
voir to receive and retain the waters.

islation, and avowed frankly his de­ 
termination to have a tribunal that 
“ will not undertake to override the 
judgment of the congress on legisla­ 
tive policy.” If the phrase “packing 
the court” means that, then, said the 
President “I say that I and with me 
the vast majority of the American 
people favor doing just that thing— 
now.” 
“The court, in addition to the 
proper use of its judicial functions,” 
said Mr. Roosevelt, “has improper­ 
ly set itself up as a third house of 
the congress—a 
super-legislature, 
as one of the justices has called it— 
reading into the constitution words 
and 
implications, 
which 
are 
not 
there, and which were never in­ 
tended to be there. 
“We have, therefore, reached the 
point as a nation where we must 
take action to save the constitution 
from the court and the court from 
itself. We must find a way to take 
an appeal from the Supreme court 
to the constitution itself. We want 
a Supreme 
court 
which 
will 
do 
justice under the constitution—not 
over it. In our courts we want a 
government of laws and 
not of 
men.” 
Mr. 
Roosevelt divided 
the op­ 
ponents of his plan into two classes. 
The first, he said, includes those 
“who fundamentally object to social 
and economic legislation along mod­ 
ern lines 
and opposed him in the 
last election; and of them he spoke 
with supreme contempt. The second 
group, those “who honestly believe 
tile amendment process is the best,” 
v ere told they could not expect 
faithful support from their “strange 
bedfellows,” and that even if an 
amendment were passed and rati­ 
fied, its meaning would depend on 
the “kind of justices who would 
be sitting on the Supreme court 
bench.” 
Attorney General Cummings ap­ 
peared before the senate judiciary 
committee to speak for the Presi­ 
dent’s court bill, and he used much 
the same arguments Mr. Roosevelt 
had employed. Senators Borah and 
Burke questioned him sharply and 
searchingly, but he was agile in 
evasion. However, he did satisfy 
the opposition senators by admit­ 
ting bluntly that the purpose of the 
measure was to change the com­ 
plexion of the court, to get men 
with 
“liberal, 
forward - looking 
views.” 
Senator Dieterich of Illinois sought 
to curb the questioning of Mr. Cum­ 
mings but was squelched by Borah. 
Dieterich has not committed him­ 
self on the bill but is now classed 
among its supporters. His candidate 
for the federal circuit court of ap­ 
peals in Chicago, District Judge J, 
Earl Major of Springfield, has just 
been nominated by the President. 
Assistant Attorney General Rob­ 
ert Jackson was the second witness 
heard, and the foes of the measure 
sought to prove, by questioning him, 
that there is no actual need for the 
judiciary bill to relieve congestion 
of federal doc kets and therefore that 
the only purpose of the measure is 
to change the viewpoint of the high 
tribunal.
